Weizmann, president of the Jew- 
ish Agency who, as a chemist of 
jnternational distinction, made 
important scientific contributions 
to England during World War I, 
was credited here by Vice-Presi- 
dent Wallace with making an 
important contribution to th» 

present American war effort. 

“I know it from my own definite 
personal experience that Dr. Weiz- 
mann made it possible for us to 
avoid a very very serious mistake 
in terms of the war effort,” Vice 
President Wallace revealed. “Dr. 
Weizmann came over to this coun- 
try because he saw us on the point 
of making some very serious mis- 
takes with regard to our rubber 
program and because he felt that 
oil could not do by itself. And so 
he brought in alcohol to do the 
job.” Vice President Wallace made 
this revelation during an address 
at the dinner of the American Pal- 
estine Committee.

NEW YORK—A proposal for 
the creation of a Jordan Valley 
Authority—a counterpart of TVA 
in Palestine—which would be the 
largest reclamation project § in 
history, is set forth in “Palestine, 
Land of Promise” by Dr. Walter 
C. Lowdermilk, published this 
week by Harper & Brothers. Dr. 
Lowdermilk’s plan would make 
possible the absorption in Pales- 
tine of at least 4 million immi- 
grants in addition to the 1,800,000 
people in that country now. 

Dr. Lowdermilk, who is the as- 
sistant chief of the soil conserva- 
tion service of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, found 
that the Valley of the Jordan pos- 
sesses a combination of natural 
features and a concentration of re- 
sources which offers a splendid op- 
portunity for the great project. 
Some of the foremost consulting 
engineers of America, who have 
seen the plans of the project, have 
pronounced it workable.

Slays First Jap in Burma 

A couple of hours after New 
York papers carried the news 
that Corp. Werner Katz, a 
former refugee from Germany, 
had proved himself a hero in the 
Burmese campaign, an official 
but erroneous notification of his 
death in action was received by 
his brother, Julius Katz, in New 
York. He was only slightly 
wounded, later dispatches said. 

Corp. Katz was with the 
American unit under command 
of Brig. General Frank Merrill. 
which led the advance of our 
troops into Burma., He spotted 
a Japanese ambuscade, opened 
fire, and had the distinction of 
being the first American to kill 
a Jap in this campaign.

Wise, Silver 
Get Pleasing 
FDR Message

WASHINGTON — President 
Roosevelt this week received Dr. 
Stephen S. Wise and Dr. Abba 
Hillel Silver, the co-chairmen of 
the American Zionist Emergency 
Council, and told them that the 
Government of the United States 
has never approved the White 
Paper. 

The two Zionist leaders were 
received by the President while an 
all day conference of Christian 
leaders was taking place at the 
Statler Hotel here, called by the 
American Palestine Committee for 
the purpose of “mobilizing Amer- 
ican Christian sentiment in favor 
of free entry of Jews into Pal- 
estine and the reconstruction of 
that country as a free and demo- 
cratic commonwealth.” Following 
their meeting with the President, 
the two Zionist leaders issued the 
following statement: 

“The President authorized us to 
say that the American Govern- 
ment has never given its approval 
to the White Paper of 1939. The 
President is happy that the doors 
of Palestine are today open to 
Jewish refugees, and that when 
further deeisions are reached, full 
justice will be done to those whe 
seek a Jewish National Home for 
which our government and the 
American people have always had 
the deepest sympathy, and today 
more than ever in view of the 
tragic blight of hundreds of thou- 
sands of Jewish refugees.” 

Speaking at a dinner which cli- 
maxed the conference, and which 
was attended by many members 
of, the House and the Senate, Dr. 
Abba Hillel Siver assailed the pro- 
tests by Arab countries against the 
Palestine resolution. He expressed 
the hope that U. S. military au- 
thorities “will soon find it possi- 
ble, consistent with the realities 
of the situation, to withdraw 
their objections to the resolution, 
so that the Congress of the United 
States may be given the oppor- 
tunity to speak its mind on this 
tremendous important question.”

Last week I wired Lessing Ro- 
senwald, Rabbi H. J. Schachtel, 
Rabbi Morris Lazaron, Rabb:

Just as I had predicted last 
week, my request to report the 
proceedings of the newly organ- 
ized National Community Rela- 
tions Advisory Council has been 
denied, although again in a very 
nice way. There is no substitute 
in a democracy for free access of 
the press, and every attempt .to 
deny this access has inevitably 
served the people concerned ill.

I came across these claims ‘n 
Rabbi Allan Tarshish’s, “Reform: 
Bastion of Judaism” which was 
published in the October, 1943, 
Liberal Judaism. I think some 
would argue their legitimacy, but 
I guess I had better stay out of 
it, but I'll let you read them 
anyway. “A prevalent notion 
that Reform only eliminated, and 
is therefore a lazy man’s religion, 
is entirely’erroneous. In fact, the 
prime essence of Reform was that 
it built and created new ideas, new 
values, new and beautiful cere- 
monials and institutions. We have 
already written (Liberal Judaism, 
August, 1943) of how Reform 
saved the Sabbath, through its in- 
sistence on Sabbath rest and in- 
troduction of the late Friday eve- 
ning service and its various beau- 
tiful ceremonials. And so it was 
right through the calendar of Holy 
Days.

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‘ A Clear Exposition by PM 


ROBABLY the clearest exposition of what 

goes on in the case of tabling of the Palestine 
Resolution, comes from the pen of Alexander H. 
Uhtl, P. M. Foreign News Editor, who is to speak 
where to the B’nai B’rith next Wednesday. His 
piece is an editorial] entitled, “The Army Must 
Stick to Military Matters” and it does the job 
so well, about half of it is being reprinted here- 
with. Incidentally while on the subject of P M, 
The Post got a short note from John P. Lewis, 
editor, thanking it for the little item, “The Edi- 
tor’s Chair,” a week ago. The Post feels Mr. 
Lewis should know that most Jewish leaders 
believe P M is the finest publication ever, and 
they consider it a godsend. When the paper 
was spoken of disrespectfully at the sessions 
of the Council of Jewish Welfare Funds and Fed- 
eration it was done unwittingly, for most Jew- 
ish leaders regard P M with almost awe for its 
espousal of the Jew in its espousal of the cause of 
democracy. 

“Tf there is any one firmly established prin- 
ciple of American democracy, it is that the Army 
is its instrument—not the maker of its policies. 
And the Army has always scrupulously observed 
that compact. 

“It is that reason that Gen. Marshall’s latest 
intervention before Congress on the problems of 
Palestine immigration opens up a series of be- 
wildering questions. The most important of 
these is just what role is the Army playing in 
the formulation of American foreign policy—a 
function which, throughout American history, 
has always been exclusively in the domain of the 
civilian authorities ? 

“Irrespective of the merits of the Palestine 
question and the threat of an Arab revolt, the 
disturbing fact is that once again we are witness- 
ing an effort to make military factors determine 
political ones instead of the other way about. 

“This problem is basic. Either we are fighting 
this war for certain definite, political principles 
in the accomplishment of which the Army is an 
instrument, or ‘we are fighting it for purely 


military consideration in which the Army be- 
comes the be-all and end-all of America’s mili- 
tary effort. 

“Certainly it is hard to believe that the Amer- 
ican Army, of its own desire, has taken upon 
itself the formulation of American foreign pol- 
icy. If it has, it is a usurpation of power that 
should not be tolerated, since it contravenes 
every democratic principle of the supremacy of 
civilian authority except for actual military op- 
erations. .. 

“What seems a more likely explanation of 
Marshall’s intervention is that the State Depart- 
ment and the Administration have discovered a 
neat little bit of strategy by which unpopular or 
embarrassing decisions can be shunted off on 
the shoulders of the Army in the name of ‘mili- 
tary expediency’ or ‘military necessity.’ This 
has a powerful appeal, and at the same time it 
shuts the mouths of critics who know how easy 
it is to find themselves labeled unpatriotic. 

“It is a curious fact that Secretary Hull, for 
all the fierce jealousy with which he has guard- 
ed the authority and prerogatives of the State 
Department, has shown a remarkable willingness 
to shift responsibility for embarrassing prob- 
lems to the War Department. 

“He did it in North Africa all through the 
Darlan-Peyrouton-Boisson affair. Each time that 
the State Department sought to unload itself of 
some new anti-democratic act, it was Eisenhower 
who got the blame; it was Eisenhower who found 
himself under the responsibility of taking po- 
litical decisions when he had his hands full win- 
ning a campaign. 

“It has always been the strength of the Amer- 
ican Army—and one of its most carefully cher- 
ished _traditions—that it remain absolutely apo- 
litical whether in domestic or foreign affairs. 

“This business of it pushing itself forward 
into civilian fields or, worse still of allowing 
itself to be used as a shield behind which easy 
victories may be won by the civilian branches of 
its government, is dangerous precedent.” 


Prospects for Unifying Civic Defense Work 


fe 3-day meeting beginning Sunday of the 

newly-formed National Community Relations 
Advisory Council will be no tea party. Despite 
the fact that the national organizations have 
blessed the new body, it still remains that the 
community delegates, representing fourteen or- 
ganized Jewish communities want a merger and 
the national organizations want “free enter- 
prise.” 

The prospects for the success of the new body 
lie then in the amount of concessions the national 
organizations are willing to make. If they seem 
to be willing to make only token concessions, and 
oelieve that this will satisfy the delegates, then 
they probably will be shocked. 

For there is a new feeling about in American 
Jewish communities, and that is that Jews should 
not, without doing something about it, accept the 
status of second-class citizenship. If we Jews 
do not fight for our rights, then how can we ex- 


pect others to fight for these rights for us? 


In the National Community Relations Advisory 
Council there is added one ingredient that here- 
tofore did not obtain in the other attempts to 
bring about some sort of coordination in this im- 
portant field. And that is the fact that the 
delegates are responsible to fourteen large Jew- 
ish communities and will report back to their 
constituents. This brings about in a lesser de- 
gree, the same situation as at a General Assem- 
bly of the Council of Jewish Welfare Funds and 
Federations where the national organizations go 
through a rigid inspection and examination by 
the delegates from the local communities. 


This is the first time in years that the four 
national civic defense organizations have been 
brought together under one ceiling since the iil- 
fated General Jewish Council, and any number of 
interesting results can be expected.

Catholic, Jewish Support for Schools Compared 
by Rabbi G. George Fox in The Sentinel (Chi- 
cago). We Jews like to pride ourselves on our 
love for education. We throw out our chest and 
pretend to smile satisfiedly when anyone speaks 
of our educational institutions and of our tra- 
ditional love for learning. That our fathers cared 
for learning, there was no doubt. That the dis- 
cipline of study was perhaps the most important 
activity to them besides the task of earning their 
bread and butter was true. But let us be truthful 
and blush now for the shame at the following in- 
formation: There are 92 Catholic high schools 
in the Catholic diocese of Chicago; there are also 
eight colleges and universities in this diocese. 

There are probably less than one million Cath- 
olics in the diocese, two or at most three times 
as many as there are Jews in it. We are having 
a hard time supporting the few Hebrew high 
schools that we have; we are constantly on drives 
to support our two higher institutions, and we 


have nothing that approaches Loyola or De Paul. 
When our boys want to study medicine, they 
have to apply to as many as fifty schools—and 
then they are “quota’d.” We have millions to 
give to other universities—and should the grand- 
son of one of the great college benefactors want 
to study medicine, he would be admitted if the 
“Jewish quota” was not yet filled. The College 
of Jewish Studies which would be a splendid be- 
ginning for a college of liberal arts, has not yet 
raised the amount it needs; and the Theological 
College, which could become the nucleus of a 
great theological seminary catering to Jewish 
students of all shades of Jewish opinion, has not 
been able to reach its needed endowment. Besides 
De Paul and Loyola, our Catholic fellow-citizens, 
have six well-equipped colleges. And we are 
the ones who speak of our love for education 


and for learning! Why not come to our senses?

On “None Shall Escape” 
To the Editor: 

An interest in a more earnest 
and influential cinematic art im- 
pels me to disagree with last 
week’s arbitrary derogation of 
“None Shall Escape.” 

While the framework of the 
movie is “silly,” since it is ob- 
vious that the judgment of guilt- 
laden individual Nazis will have 
to be meted out a little less me- 
ticulously, the theme of individua! 
guilt is most cogent, and the un- 


folding of the story extremely 
artistic and absorbing. 
“None Shall Escape,” moreover, 


is to my knowledge, the first movie 
which treats the Jewish aspect of 
the struggle with real understand- 
ing. No one can deny that the 
relationship between a Polish 
priest and the Jews is herein ro- 
manticized, but that, of course, is 
dramatist’s license. The Rabbi is 
a fine, gaunt figure of a man; his 
friendship with the priest is warm, 
and rings true; above all, the scene 
of Jewish martyrdom is convinc- 
ing and soul-shaking, yet the ulti- 
mate in dignity. 

This is the sort of movie that 
may stir some backwoods Ameri- 
cans out of their innocent apathy, 
and kindle them to rage as weil 
as pity. Its significance is of the 
caliber that none can escape.

In line with my editorial on the ber of the local Jewish community 


fearlessness of Rabbi Stephen S. 
Wise, who marked his seventieth 
birthday on March 17, I want to 
reprint an incident from the life 
of the great rabbi, whicn under- 
lines more than all the words any- 
one can write, the strength and 
integrity of the man. In opposing 
some of the things which Rabbi 
Wise espouses, we are often prone 
to overlook the real reasons why 
Rabbi Wise rose to his present 
prominent position. 

“In the heartbreaking fight, over 
many vear, for an end to the in- 
humanity of the seven-day week 
and twelve-hour day in the steel 
industry the pulpit of the Free 
Synagogue played a significant, 
and to it costly part. The public 
mind was beginning to object to 
the arrogance of the leaders of 
the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, who maintained industrial 
slavery, and contended it was im- 
practicable to end the long shift 
in their continuous production pro- 
cesses. To silence the emerging 
clamor, Judge Elbert H. Gary, 
chairman of the Board of the Cor- 
poration, applied the then current 
smear-word “Bolshevism” to the 
movement for humanizing labor 
in his steel] mills. 

“The Free Synagogue at that 
time was about to campaign 
among its members and friends 
for a synagogue building fund. 
Wise knew that some of his mem- 
bers, particularly a few who could 
make large gifts, favored Gary’s 
program of  gradualism. But 
though he longed to transfer from 
Carnegie Hall, where the Free 
Synagogue had held services since 
1910, to his own synagogue, he 
would not dodge expressing him- 
self on the burning issue of the 
day. He preached a sermon de- 
nouncing Garyism as the _ real 
generator of Bolshevism in Ameri- 
ean life. 

“An earthquake shook the Free 
Synagogue membership, for the 
very highest in America’s indus- 
trial hierarchy had been attacked. 
It was more than some of the 
wealthy among the congregation 
could suffer. The building fund 
prospects were shattered. To pre- 
serve the membership structure, 
which vibrated ominously in sev- 
eral sectors, Oscar Straus, a trus- 
tee, sponsored a pacifying resolu- 
tion. This declared: ‘Dr. Wise 
does not speak for the Free Syn- 
agogue; he speaks to the Free 
Synagogue.’ Thus was freedom 
maintained in the Free Synagogue 
pulpit in an hour of crisis, over 
an issue of social justice of grav- 
est national concern . 

“Ultimately Judge Gary yielded 
to the force of public opinion; by 
the end of 1923 he announced the 
total elimination of the twelve- 
hour day. But to the prospective 
subscribers to the Free Synagogue 
building fund that was water over 
the dam—their interest could not 
be recaptured. The new syna- 
gogue building was sacrificed, but 
a moral victory was achieved.”

I can’t tell you his name, but 
a local Jewish soldier was on that 
boat which was torpedoed carry- 
ing 1,000 soldiers to their death.

None of the details of the 
sinking have been announced, 
which is probably the why of the 
secrecy.

Returning from his tour of. the 
war fronts, Rabbi Barnett Brick- 
ner reports that behind the front 
lines an average of thirty-five per 
cent of the men attend services 
regularly, with the percentage 
even greater where the fighting 
goes on. Of course this, when you 
stop to think of it, is a very fine 
percentage, and no doubt there 
are a good many factors respon- 
sible for it. I have attended quite 
a few army services, and I have 
been struck by the shortness of 
the sermon. In fact it is usually 
just a sharp-pointed five minute 
talk, right from the shoulder. 
This is in line with the modern 
tendency to give the sermon less 
prominence in the service, with 
more emphasis on praying. Any- 
way, Rabbi A. Herbert Fedder has 
sent me his first sermon as a chap- 
lain, which he delivered at Camp 
Wolters, Texas, and I am reprint- 
ing it here: 

“Every man is born to give of 
himself to society. When we give 
of ourselves for the greater good 
we bless others, and receive bless- 
ings. We grow in mental and 
spiritual health, and feel a glow 
of satisfaction. 

“When we fail to give the best 
that we can give we are punished 
with mental instability, insecurity. 
and unhappiness. God is certainly 
not with us at that time. 

“The Bible in TERUMAH hints 
at this when it begins—‘Take un- 
to me a free offering.’ The Rab- 
bis comment on this phrase as fol- 
lows, ‘It says VE-YIK CHU LI— 
TAKE TO ME—not VE-YIT-NU- 
LI—GIVE UNTO ME. If God 
just wanted a gift, he would have 
said, give to ME. But instead He 
says—Take ME with you as you 
give. 

“When a man gives so that his 
gift redounds to the greatest good, 
he brings God with him.” 

“There are men in the Army 
who say do the least. They say 
the less you do the better you’re 
liked. Many of these men break 
down under Army pressure. It 
isn’t their feet which is sprained, 
it isn’t their body which is over- 
worked, it’s their mind that snaps. 
Had they said to themselves from 
the beginning I will give my best, 
they would have made the long 
hike, and the cold bivouac. 

“The Army accomplishes in a 
month what civilian life may take 
years to do. It breaks the man 
who is weak of character, and it 
makes the man who is strong of 
character. 

“Of course, there are men being 
inducted who are not fit for the 
rigors of Army training. They 
are the unfortunate tragedies of 
a mass pressure. 

“You who still have the privi- 
lege of freedom give of yourself 
in such a way that you feel you 
are accomplishing the most good. 

“This is the road to emotional 


peace. This is the way to happi- 
ness. This is the way to real re- 
ligion. 


“*‘Make Me a Temple, and I 
shall dwell with you.’ Make your 
personality a Temple, and God 
will be with you.”

BROTHER IN RUSSIAN ARMY WRITES 
GARY JEWISH DENTIST OF HORRORS 


By MRS. ROBERT BERG 


GARY — Eight years of silence 
was broken lately when Dr. Eva 
Katz, Gary dentist, received a let- 
ter from her brother, Seemon Sha- 
piro, bearing a Russian postmark. 

When iast Dr. Katz’s brother 
had written, he was holding a re- 
sponsible engineering position in 
a chemical factory in Moscow. He 
had then won government cita- 
tions for chemical inventions. 
Since he was a veteran of the first 
World War, Dr. Katz was sur- 
prised when her brother informed 
her: “I am an officer in the Red 
Army and have served from the 
first day of the war. At present 
I am stationed in the area liber- 
ated from the Germans.” 

His opinion of the Germans is 
well illustrated when he says: “It 
is heartbreaking to note what 
those goons of the twentieth cen- 
tury, those animals in human 
shapes have done—wanton destruc- 
tion of villages and towns—most 
horrible and uncalled for mass 
killings of women, children and 
the aged. In comparison to my 
experience in the last war, it is 
like a small cloud passing by. The 
intensity of this one can hardly 


be compared or visualized.” ' 

Mr. Shapiro told his sister that 
his wife is a chief engineer in a 
large mill, but he has not seen 
her for two years. Dr. Katz is 
the only Jewish woman dentist in 
Gary. She came to Gary in 1922 
with her husband, Samuel, and 
her son, Benjamin. She is a grad- 
uate of the University of Moscow 
and TIllino‘s University Dental 
School. Her son is a Purdue grad- 
uate and at present is employed 
as senior designer for the Good- 
year Aircraft Corporation in Ak- 
ron, Ohio.

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I DON’T KNOW 
A Folk Tale 


Do you know what the Hebrew 
words, “Ani Yodea” mean? They 
stand for “I don’t know.” This 
is a story about how two little 
words, “Ani yodea,” saved a whole 
city of Jews from exile. 

It happened many years ago in 
a town in Russia. One day, with 
no warning whatsoever the Jews 
of the town received a proclama- 
tion:

RABBI DOPPELT’S BOOK ON PRAYER 
ANALYZES MANY QUESTIONS 


REVIEWED BY 
RABBI MAURICE GOLDBLATT 





“Dialogue with God,” 
Rabbi Frederic A. Doppelt; 
Dorrance, $2.00 


Few persons will be excited 
when they read this notice of a 
book about prayer. The best seller 
of all times is a religious book, 
the Bible; and the form of literary 
speech most often indulged in by 
man is not poem, essay, editorial, 
address, sermon or _ brief—but 
prayer. Yet, those who pray—and 
, their number is many—seldom 

talk about prayer. The reverse is 
also true—those who don’t pray 
are even less apt to read about it. 


Rabbi Doppelt recognizes that 
one of the failings of our times 
in the field of spiritual advance 
is man’s failure to pray. He an- 
alyzes capably the many questions 
about praying, prayers and the 
prayerbook. Yet, it lies with each 
individual to analyze himself with 
respect to this question. Every 
rabbi knows that a tirade against 
the unfaithful or the man with 
the lips of stone from which no 
prayer can fall is not the answer. 


A reading of Rabbi Doppelt’s 
book will be helpful—plus_ the 
regular habit of reading the pray- 
ers themselves. His book is filled 
with many cogent quotations from 
the prayer literature—Jewish and 


Christian. Modern authors are 
frequently used as witness for age- 
old truths, 

We are like the distressed Chas- 
sid Rabbi Doppelt writes about, 
who had to learn to pray before 
he could begin to pray for God’s 
help. For, quoting Dr. John 
Holmes, we are reminded that 
“prayer is not only desire but 
dedication, and the dedication of 
a soul to the best # knows consti- 
tutes a release of influences which 
may change the habits of the 
world.” 

Rabbi Doppelt conciudes_ that 
“this is the liberal approach to the 
problems of prayer; it is prayer 
answered inwardly working to af- 
fect the world outwardly.”

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I'd Rather Be Right

I am a little behind in my trend-spotting and so I find I have a couple 
of trends on my desk to spot for you. But I also find I don’t like them. 
I have never seen such poor trends, in many years of trend-spotting, 
man and boy. 

The most dismal of current trends is the trend toward a kind of 
dull emotional paralysis which has settled over our foreign policy. 

We simply don’t seem to know how to say “Yes.” General de Gaulle 
is waiting for our “yes.” Italian democrats are waiting for our “yes.” 
The Polish border situation waits for some sort of nod from us. Our 
lips are pressed tight; we won’t talk. 

The Area of Negation 

But we are simply colossal at saying “No.” There was a little flurry 
of State Department activity when the Arabs decided that they didn’t 
want any more Jews to come into Palestine. ‘The Department busied 
itself, men moved briskly up and down the corridors; there was a fine 
appearance of activity, and the State Department (with War Depart- 

nent help) seems to have prevailed on Congress not to express itself 
too warmly on Palestine at this moment. But, after all, this was a 
kind of negation, a “don’t do something” situation, a “stop something” 
situation. We have always been good at these negations. 

It is when the world calls for affirmations that our whole diplomatic 
apparatus seems to freeze to its desks, and go numb. 

Our State Department has always been sensitively aware of what 
can’t be done. It is expert in the area of negation. When its (self- 
chosen) tasks were the entirely negative ones of preventing a break 
with Petain, a break with Franco, a break with Finland, or even, in an 
earlier day, a break with Mussolini and a break with Japan, the State 
Department was active, busy, and indeed fertile of expedients. 

It Knows What Can’t Be Done 

But we are big boys now; our power has grown faster than has our 
comprehension of it; history has just dumped a load of building mate- 
rials on our doorsteps ‘and told us to make a world. It is at this point 
that the emptiness, the lack of content, of our foreign policy reveal 
themselves. 

Our diplomacy is at its operational best when it faces the problem 
of making an accommodation with some nasty character high in world 
affairs, when it seeks out a means of living with some repulsive man 
or institution abroad. It is stumped at the present moment precisely 
because it has few such problems to solve. Nobody is standing in its 
way, and so it doesn’t know where to go. Oh, for an obstacle, to give 
us a policy! 

But when the obstacles are, mostly, down, and it becomes a case of 
our being the prime mover, the originator of the future, rather than a 
negative echo to it, we don’t know what to do, or what to say. We 
knew how to keep De Gaulle out. But we don’t know how to put dem- 
ocracy in, in France. Or in Italy. Or in Germany. 

Mr. Hull’s generic attacks on “politics,” as politics, become tasteless 
japes now that there are fewer bad men left to keep us busy, and to 
make a diplomatic living by, and now that we need some constructive 
politics of our own. 

“No” Takes You Just So Far 

I don’t blame Mr. Hull entirely, of course. He reflects a national 
nervelessness on the question of what sort of futures we want for our- 
selves and the world. We are still arguing about it (pick up any copy 
of the Congressional Record, and see) and we don’t know. 

But, and this is my second trend, I have a feeling the world won't 
wait for us to finish our complicated internal rebuttals. De Gaulle did 
not wait, and he is doing rather well; so well, that even our recognition 
of him, now, can have no affirmative meaning. And others may not 
wait. 

Unless we move a little more quickly, the rest of the world may de- 
cide that even our interventionists are, strangely, sort of isolationist. 
He who is in a permanent brown study is, in a sense, out of this world.

The Jewish people now face the 
problem of post-war prejudice. 
This is as important as many of 
the other post-war problems which 
America must face. Are we to 
assume that a corrupt and battle- 
scarred Europe, which has been in- 
fected for many years by the Nazi 
virus of hate, would be a fértile 
ground for the re-settlement of 
thousands of Jews who have taken 
refuge in this country? This is a 
question that cannot be mitigated 
even by the most earnest of liber- 
als. Europe cannot, for a great 
many years, be in a position to 
welcome back so many thousands 
of people. This logic would be 
economically fallacious even if one 
were to be optimistic enough to 
discount other factors which would 
certainly oppose such a plan. 

There is only one other alterna- 
tive for the Jews who were forced 
to take refuge from the second 
great aberration in Europe. Would 
they be welcome to resume a fruit- 
ful and constructive existence in 
America, free from the prejudices 
which Anti-Semites would certain- 
ly attempt to instigate? 

We must look into America’s 
Past attitude on immigration. This 
attitude has transcended evolution- 
ary patterns. In the beginning 


America offered great opportunity 
for settlement because of her un- 
limited natural wealth that was 
undeveloped. This was a land that 
offered various diversified groups 


the equal dignity of the pursuit of 
happiness so elegantly set forth in 
our Constitution. Minority groups 
were allowed equality of worship 
and enterprise so long as they pro- 
moted the “common good.” The 
fact that this “common good” was 
promoted is evidenced by Ameri- 
ca’s phenomenal growth and pros- 
perity. 


Then came an “Age of Disillu- 
sionment.” This resulted from an 
alleged saturation point of Ameri- 
can development. It was also bred 
from the infected thinking which 
emanated from the last war. Amer- 
icans believed that any new immi- 
grant coming into this country was 
encroaching on what they consid- 
ered their rightful heritage. They 
were unmindful of the fact that 
they were direct descendants of 
those same immigrants who de- 
veloped this country. Adolf Hitler, 
seeing this resurgent feeling of 
nationalism, decided that this would 
be the opportune time to dissemin- 
ate his poisonous propaganda 
among the people of this decadent 
Democracy. His ideas were inad-

Speaks On 


What to Think of Jesus 





HE novelist, Sholom Asch, recently caused 

some of the Jewish press to fall into a mood 
of excommunication on account of an interview 
with him that appeared in the Christian Herald. 
The Yiddish author of “The Nazarene” and “The 
Apostle” was asked by the Herald why he had 
written on Jesus and Paul rather than on Moses 
and Abraham. 

He was quoted by the Herald as replying that 
to him “Jesus is the outstanding personality of 
all time. . . . Everything He ever said or did has 
value for us today.” He was represented as 
speaking of Jesus as the Son of God. 

Some of the Jewish press said specifically or 
in effect that Sholom Asch has “put himself out- 
side the Jewish camp.” He issued a clarifying 
statement in which he denied that he had called 
Jesus the son of God. ... “If we only regard 
Him as the son of man he still has exerted the 
most vital influence on mankind,” Asch said. 
“Jesus to my mind is not a rupture with Judaism 
but rather a continuation of the high ideals of 
Judaism. Even though my conception of Jesus 
is now outside the framework of Orthodox Jew- 
ish tradition, I would no more think of leaving the 
faith of my ancestors than I would of betraying 
my country.” 

All this brings up the question “What shall 
Jews think of Jesus?” and it may be answered 
that He is another Jew who for 2000 years has 
been betrayed and denied by the conduct even of 
men who professed to worship Him. 

He is a Jew who projected another Jewish 
prophet’s idea of the Fatherhood of God and the 
brotherhood of man, and ever since has been 
crucified in the hearts of men and on a thousand 
battlefields and in the places where the crown of 
thorns is pressed upon the brow of man. 

He is a Jew who, like many another, brought 
to the world a dynamic idealism and, who, like 
many another Jew even unto our time, was de- 
spised because, as the Gospels say of Jesus, He 
stirred up the pecple. 

He is a Jew whose teaching remains despised 
even by many who kneel at the altars that have 
been erected to Him, who in the way they hate 
and persecute and give false witness revile His 
name. 

In our town, atop a high hill stands a great 
crucifix where, on Good Friday, the people come 
to kneel and pray. They walk up the steep hill 
in emulation of Jesus on Calvary. There He 
hangs, still nailed to His cross, above the heaped- 
up slums on the hill beneath his feet. His eyes 
are downward toward these houses and the chil- 
dren that inhabit them. 

I have often seen Him there, ever since as a 
cub reporter I was first sent to the hill to write 
about the devout people who toiled up to the 
great crucifix on Good Friday. 

When I was younger I wrote about the sadness 
of His countenance reflecting the agony of the 
nails in His hands and of his bleeding feet. I 
know it now as the reflection of the pain of the 
children in these slums, of the sorrows that 
man’s inhumanity has heaped upon man, of all 
the weeping of mankind that ascends to Him on 
the hill. 

I know this as I know the Jew whose heart is

not alien to the pain of other men, whose com- 
passion can note the sparrow’s fall. 

One day I spoke to Him. It was toward eve- 
ning of a Sunday and I had gone strolling that 
way from the park and I had come to the crucifix 
at the hour when the light of the setting sun was 
full on His countenance. 

If you have been in journalism a long time you 
have a way of interviewing flowers and trees, 
stars and tombstones. It’s a practice of the 
trade. Then you go to your typewriter and re- 
cord what you thought you heard the flower or 
tree, the star or the tombstone say. 

So that evening I interviewed Jesus on His 
cross on the hill. He said it was 2000 years since 
Calvary and why did men still keep Him nailed 
to the cross. ... “From my day on Calvary I 
have remained fixed to this cross even to now and 
there are so many places for me to go and so 
much to do.” 

It hadn’t occurred to me until then that I had 
never seen an image of Jesus except on a cross. 
Always the nails deep in His hands; always the 
bleeding feet, as if He were to be kept forever 
a prisoner of the cross. 

“IT must be released,’ He said. “I must go 
among men. I would stop first at these houses 
beneath my feet. I have seen the children. Gen- 
eration after generation of children disinherited 
and denied. I have seen them in all the years I 
have hung here on the cross. Why don’t they let 
me go?” 

Yes, I thought, why isn’t He let go? This cer- 
tainly was a moment in the time of man when 
He should be among men speaking to them. 
France was under the feet of the evil doer and 
his hordes were making ready to march over the 
earth. This was the time for the Beautitudes 
again and the Sermon on the Mount. The stukas 
were bombing the innocents on the roads. 

A whimsical idea came to me. Nobody was 
looking, and if I could release Him from the 
cross He gould be restored to the company of 
men; He could go marching over the earth for 
the second coming. If there was to be a second 
coming, this was the hour; this hour when man- 
kind lay prostrate in the agony of His travail. 

Yet if I released Him and He went out among 
men to bless the persecuted again, and to give 
His benediction to those who suffer for righteous- 
ness’ sake and to peacemakers. ..: No! ... It 
would be said here is another Jew come to stir 
up the people. The international Jew up to his 
tricks again! ... Thre might be another crucifix- 
ion. 

I walked away in the dusk. I left Him there 
in the torment of the original crucifixion. That 
was an old, old pain and no longer could hurt 
Him so much. Why should I expose Him to a 
new crucifixion? 

An honest interviewer, in these circumstances, 
must confess that what he heard his subject say 
was really the meditation of his own heart. I 
feel I can speak for Jesus, since His heart and 
mind are not alien to my idea of a good Jew.
